Is  the  "Academic  Year"  Passe? 


Year  around  operation   of  American   universities 
is  just  around  the   corner,   but  there   are  problems 
which   may  not  be   evident  to  the   casual  observer. 


rT,HE  EDUCATED  man  today  must  have  both  a  liberal 

and  a  professional  education  to  cope  with  the  com- 
plexities of  our  world;  he  must  be  ready  at  an  increasingly 
early  age  to  take  his  place  in  society;  and  he  must  compre- 
hend an  ever-increasing  body  of  knowledge.  To  accomplish 
these  ends,  programs  can  be  expanded,  standards  can  be 
raised,  plant  and  equipment  can  be  augmented. 

Time  is  the  only  factor  which  is  inelastic.  Yet  time  is  of 
prime  concern  in  realizing  these  objectives.  Since  the  time 
available  for  the  education  of  young  people  cannot  realis- 
tically be  increased,  it  must  be  used  as  fully  as  possible. 

In  the  same  breath,  as  more  and  more  high  school 
graduates  flock  to  our  colleges  and  universities,  educators, 
administrative  officials,  and  legislators  are  casting  a  wary 
eye  on  the  ever-increasing  funds  that  will  be  needed  for 
housing  facilities,  classrooms,  and  additional  salaries  to 
properly  train  these  future  leaders  of  our  country. 

Many  colleges  and  universities,  Ohio  University  in- 
cluded, have  recognized  the  possible  need  for  a  drastic  over- 
haul of  the  academic  calendar.  A  university's  academic  cal- 
endar is  subject  to  the  same  pressures  as  other  academic 
matters.  The  desire  to  tailor  it  to  the  particular  educational 
philosophy  of  the  college,  which  in  itself  raises  conflicts, 
and  the  advantages  of  conforming  to  the  main  features  of 
the  civil  calendar  and  the  general  calendar  pattern  make  it 
a  worthy  subject. 

Early  last  year  Ohio  University  took  the  first  step 
toward  a  proposed  calendar  change  with  the  creation  of  a 
seven-man  faculty  committee  to  examine  several  proposals 
that  are  now  or  will  go  into  effect  at  two  major  univer- 
sities. 

The  committee  is  headed  by  Dr.  H.  E.  Benz,  professor 
of  education.  Members  include:  Dr.  Claude  Kantner,  pro- 
fessor of  dramatic  art  and  speech;  Dr.  Karl  Ahrendt,  pro- 
fessor of  music;  Dr.  John  E.  Edwards,  professor  of  physics; 
Dr.  Karl  Krauskopf,  professor  of  advertising;  Dr.  Carl  L. 
Shermer,  professor  of  civil  engineering;  and  Dr.  Edward 
Stone,  professor  of  English. 


The  proposal  which  the  committee  is  examining  and 
which  presently  shows  the  most  promise  is  similar  to  the 
one  which  is  being  proposed  at  the  University  of  Michigan. 
It  differs  somewhat  from  the  "tri-mester"  plan  adopted  at 
the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  but  has  some  similarities.  The 
proposal  now  being  studied  by  Ohio  University  is  also 
under  study  at   Miami   University. 

The  present  proposal,  Which  Dr.  Benz  describes  as  "in 
its  early  stages,"  calls  for  the  fall  semester  to  begin  early- 
enough  so  that  it  can  be  terminated  before  the  Christmas 
vacation.  The  second  semester  would  begin  early  in  January 
and  last  until  the  end  of  April. 

Two  short  terms,  similar  to  the  former  8-week  session, 
would  supplant  the  present  two  five-week  sessions.  Each 
term  would  be  independent,  or  self-contained,  with  courses 
completed  within  the  term.  Each  would  be  approximately 
equal  to  a  half-semester.  The  first  term  would  run  from 
approximately  April  15-20  to  June  12-16.  The  second  would 
follow  this.  The  second  short  term  would  then  meet  the 
needs  and  the  schedules  of  public  school  personnel. 

In  issuing  its  first  draft  of  the  proposal  to  the  faculty 
in  June,  the  committee  listed  these  comments: 

1.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  legislatures  are  going 
to  be  very  much  interested  in  the  greater  utilization  of  state 
university  facilities.  It  is  quite  likely  that  when  the  expected 
wave  of  students  hits  the  universities  in  1963,  1964,  or  1965, 
with  many  being  turned  away  because  of  inadequate  space, 
all  sorts  of  pressures  will  develop  to  make  it  possible  to 
service  these  students.  Many  people  think  that  more  stu- 
dents should  go  through  college  in  three  years.  It  is  true 
that  students  can  now  complete  their  work  in  three  years, 
by  taking  advantage  of  existing  summer  sessions,  but  very 
few  do  this.  Calendar  revision  such  as  here  proposed  takes 
a  step  in  the  direction  of  encouraging  longer  attendance. 

2.  There  is  some  criticism  of  the  January  "lame-duck" 
session,  as  we  have  it  at  present.  A  few  teachers  feel  that 
the  month  is  almost  wasted.

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3.  The  present  five-week  summer  terms  leave  much  to 
be  desired.  Many  teachers  feel  that  the  learning  situation 
is  unsatisfactory,  and  that  a  longer  term  is  more  desirable. 

4.  It  should  be  noted  that  a  student  who  stays  in 
school  for  the  two  regular  semesters,  and  the  spring  short 
term  (under  the  plan  being  considered),  if  he  takes  16+ 
16+8  hours,  at  the  end  of  three  years  would  be  within 
four  hours  of  graduation.  Attendance  at  one  summer  short 
term  would  be  necessary,  although  the  pursuit  of  an  over- 
load would  make  even  this  unnecessary. 

5.  The  transition  to  an  arrangement  such  as  here  pro- 
posed would  involve  a  minimum  of  dislocation  for  all  con- 
cerned. The  two  regular  semesters  would  simply  start  and 
terminate  earlier.  Each  of  the  two  short  terms  would  corre- 
spond in  organization  to  our  former  summer  session,  with 
which  many  of  the  faculty  have  had  considerable  experience. 

6.  A  possible  alternative  is  to  put  on  the  short  terms 
in  the  months  of  January  and  February,  between  the  regular 
semesters.  This  would  probably  encourage  greater  student 
attendance,  thus  providing  more  faculty  employment  for 
two  and  a  half  semesters. 

7.  It  should  be  noted  and  emphasized  that  any  plan 
of  operation  which  keeps  more  students  on  the  campus  for 
a  larger  fraction  of  the  year,  will  cost  more  money.  The 
proposed  plan  should  not  be  looked  upon  as  reducing  the 
annual  cost  of  operating  Ohio  University.  On  the  contrary, 
it  will  increase  it.  Increased  tenancy  of  buildings  will  result 
in  greater  depreciation  and  greater  maintenance  costs.  In- 
creased enrollment  will  involve  greater  expenses  for  instruc- 
tional materials.  Increased  enrollment  during  the  summer 
months,  as  well  as  the  earlier  September  opening,  will  neces- 
sitate extensive  expansion  of  air-conditioning  facilities.  Fi- 
nally, the  thoroughly  defensible  assumption  that  faculty 
remuneration  should  be  proportional  to  the  length  of  the 
period  of  employment,  will  make  greater  increased  appropri- 
ations for  personal  service  necessary. 

Dr.  Benz  is  quick  to  point  out  that  his  committee  is 
just  starting.  "We've  met  only  five  times,  and  the  only  action 
taken,  although  not  formal,  was  to  eliminate  the  four-quar- 
ter calendar  system.  Our  committee  is  directing  its  efforts 
toward  making  the  whole  system  as  flexible  as  possible  to 
meet  the  needs  of  both  students  and  faculty." 

Ohio  University  is  not  alone  in  its  concern  with  its  ac- 
ademic calendar.  At  a  conference  on  year-around  operation 
at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  on  March  9,  1961,  some  75 
institutions  were  represented;  many  with  problems  and  con- 
cerns similar  to  those  just  mentioned.  Within  the  last  two 
years,  programs  designed  to  achieve  year-around  operation 
have  been  announced  by  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  Penn- 
sylvania State  University,  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  the  University  of  California.  Major  changes  in  the 
scheduling  of  classes  have  been  put  into  effect  at  Rutgers 
University  and  Dartmouth  College.  Ohio  State  University 
has  recently  completed  a  reappraisal  of  its  quarter  system 
and  its  alternatives. 

Closely  linked  to  the  discussion  are  the  arguments 
against   year-around   education.    The    following   statements, 


taken  from   the   University  of  Michigan  faculty  committee 
report,  are  often  put  forward: 

1.  The  two-semester  pattern  is  well  established  in  col- 
leges and  universities,  and  in  the  near  future  is  not  likely 
to  be  abandoned  in  most  of  them. 

2.  Many,  if  not  all,  courses  would  have  to  be  redevel- 
oped, and.  in  case  of  laboratories,  at  considerable  expense. 

3.  The  inter-relationship  between  courses,  within  pro- 
grams, within  schools  and  colleges,  and  between  schools  and 
colleges  would  have  to  be  worked  out  all  over  again. 

4.  Any  condensation  of  semester  courses  into  quarter- 
length  courses, — by  scheduling  four  or  five  meetings  a  week 
instead  of  three — may  diminish  their  effectiveness  in  the 
judgment  of  some  persons,  since  students  would  have  less 
time  to  assimilate  materials  with  the  span  of  a  shorter  term 
than  the  traditional  semester. 

5.  Some  extra-curricular  features  in  the  University, 
such  as  the  athletic  programs,  might  be  adversely  affected. 

6.  Faculty  members  might  be  tempted  to  teach  too 
many  terms  consecutively  with  bad  results  both  for  the 
teacher  and  the  student. 

7.  Questions  of  salary  are  bound  to  arise. 

8.  The  student  will  lose  his  sense  of  identification  in 
a  class. 

9.  It  is  precisely  during  those  periods  when  classes  are 
not  in  session  that  faculty  members  do  the  bulk  of  the  re- 
search and  the  writing  upon  which  the  growth  and  the 
reputation  of  the  University  rests. 

Ohio  University,  to  a  considerable  degree,  is  already 
on  year-around  operation.  Nearly  five  thousand  students  at- 
tended our  summer  school.  Offices  and  laboratories  in  many 
departments  and  professional  schools  are  constantly  occu- 
pied. Graduate  study  and  sponsored  research  already  con- 
tinue throughout  the  year. 

As  academic  activities  at  Ohio  University,  as  in  other 
colleges  and  universities,  become  more  university  oriented, 
i.e.,  directed  increasingly  to  graduate  and  professional  train- 
ing and  toward  scholarly  inquiry,  the  facilities  of  the  insti- 
tution are  used  more  and  more  continuously  and  fully.  Fac- 
ulty members  and  graduate  students,  project  directors  and 
their  staffs,  need  libraries  and  laboratories  and  offices 
whether  or  not  the  university  is  in  session.  Year-round  op- 
eration, accordingly,  is  already  the  practice  in  many  areas, 
and  will  become  more  widespread. 

When  a  change,  if  any,  is  made,  the  time  period  in- 
volved is  gradual.  No  change  in  the  mode  of  university 
operation  should  be  recommended  merely  for  the  sake  of  a 
"new  look"  which,  although  it  might  well  have  a  stimulat- 
ing effect,  would  carry  a  heavy  price  tag  not  only  in  terms 
of  the  loss  of  many  years  for  remeshing  the  parts  of  its  com- 
plex system,  but  also  because  of  the  certain  loss  of  some  of 
the  subtle  values  which  make  it  a  distinguished  University.

Summers  Are  Busy  Now 

CUMMER  VISITORS  to  Ohio  University  often  express  surprise  at  the 
pace  of  activities  during  the  traditional  "vacation"  months.  For  the 
University  already  is  operating  on  a  year  around  basis  from  the  stand- 
point of  utilizing  facilities  and  personnel. 

The  day  following  June  Commencement,  190  participants  in  the  Ohio 
School  of  Banking  arrived  on  campus.  Two  days  later,  1348  Boys  Staters 
and  staff  took  over  East  Green.  Other  summer  programs — 24  in  all — 
followed  in  rapid  succession,  with  considerable  overlapping,  bringing 
more  than  8200  men  and  women  to  Ohio  University  for  conferences  and 
workshops.  Groups  ranged  in  size  from  3000  Rainbow  Girls  to  15  mem- 
bers of  the  Shakespeare  Festival.  Programs  varied  in  length  from  an 
eight-week  Peace  Corps  training  project  to  a  two-day  Conference  on 
School   Administration. 

In  addition  to  these  and  the  5000  students  enrolled  in  the  two 
Summer  Sessions,  nearly  2400  freshmen  scheduled  to  enter  in  the  fall 
spent  two  days  in  the  Summer  Pre-Counseling  sessions  conducted  by  the 
University  College. 

Sandwiched  in  whenever  possible  were  the  inevitable  chores  of  sum- 
mer repairs  and  cleaning,  compounded  this  year  by  the  evacuation  of 
Ellis  Hall  (for  renovation)  and  the  resulting  frustration  of  finding 
temporary   office   quarters   on   an   already  crowded   campus. 


CONSTRUCTION    OF    THE    NEW    Ohio    University   West    Green    dormitory    project    continued    at    lull    speed.    When 
students   returned    in    September   Grosvenor   Hall   was   ready    for    full    occupancy.    Parks    Hall,    although    still    under    con- 
struction    was    partially   completed    and   capable   of   housing   students.   A   third   dormitory,   yet   to   be   named    was   under- 
way    The    housing    site    is    across    the    street    from    the    Grover    Physical    Education    Center    on    Richland    Avenue. 


STANDARD  PROCEDURE  for  many  of  the  high  school 
students  attending  summer  workshops  on  campus  was 
the  unloading  of  suitcases  and  slowly  getting  ac- 
quainted   with    new   surroundings   and    college   customs.

Have  A  Tower 


\4"OST  UNIVERSITIES  have  a  tower.  Tall  or  massive,  soaring  or 

brooding,  graceful  or  ungainly,  it  presides  over  the  campus  as  the 
symbol  of  a  seat  of  learning. 

Cutler  Tower  is  Ohio  University's  traditional  tower.  As  most 
towers  Cutler  sees  in  every  direction,  behind  and  ahead.  For  one  hun- 
dred thirty-six  years  it  has  beckoned  the  wanderer  and  guided  the  un- 
certain. Its  chimes  sing  of  serenity  and  challenge.  The  shadow  cast  by 
Cutler  Tower  lies  long  and  broad  across  every  land  and  touches  every 
civilized  being. 

For  in  this  University,  man  has  created  his  mechanism  for  pre- 
serving and  understanding  his  past  to  serve  his  present  and  future. 

It  is  proper  for  each  generation —  and  this  one  perhaps  more  than 
any  other — to  inquire  into  its  universities,  to  test  their  excellence,  to 
question  their  progress,  and  to  search  their  motives. 

No  less  do  the  universities  deserve  the  thoughtful  attention  of  so- 
ciety as  a  whole,  for  their  cause  is  ultimately  the  cause  of  man,  neglected 
or  taken  for  granted  at  the  peril  of  man. 

In  this  spirit  the  Ohio  University  Fund  this  month  will  ask  each 
alumnus  to  consider  the  University,  in  the  hope  that  some  sense  of  the 
excitement  and  purpose  that  flows  through  it  will  be  rekindled  in  their 
minds. 
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CUMMER  COMMENCEMENT,  establishment  of  two 
*^  new  academic  programs,  several  large  monetary  grants, 
and  the  largest  fall  semester  enrollment  in  the  school's  his- 
tory marked  the  opening  of  another  academic  year  for  Ohio 
University. 

THERE  WERE  420  degrees  conferred  at  sum- 
mer commencement  Saturday  August  25  in  Memorial 
Auditorium.  Those  attending 
the  199th  commencement  ex- 
ercises heard  Neil  E.  Harlan, 
assistant  secretary  of  the  Air 
Force  for  Financial  Manage- 
ment, give  the  main  address. 
Harlan,  who  holds  both  mas- 
ter's and  doctor's  degree  from 
Harvard  University,  was  on 
the  faculty  of  the  university's 
Graduate  School  of  Business 
Administration  prior  to  his  ap- 
pointment to  the  Air  Force 
post  in  January  of  this  year. 

THE  NEW  ACADEMIC 
programs,  leading  to  doctoral 
degrees  in  English  and  clinical- 
counseling  psychology,  were 
approved  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  will  be  launched 
with  the  fall  semester  of  1963.  Their  approval  followed 
years  of  preparation  in  both  areas  of  study,  climaxed  by 
visitations  from  specialists  who  provided  evaluations  of  the 
proposed  programs.  Problems  of  upgrading  library  facilities, 
working  out  details  of  new  curricula,  and  providing  for 
increased  research  activity  were  carried  on  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  English  and  Psychology,  with  the  guidance  of  the 
Graduate  College.  The  new  programs  bring  the  total  num- 
ber of  Ohio  University  doctoral  offerings  to  six.  Others 
are  in  chemistry,  speech,  education,  and  physics. 

FOUR  GRANTS  from  the  National  Science  Foun- 
dation totaling  $69,780,  and  a  $70,000  Technical  Assistance 
Grant  from  the  Area  Redevelopment  Administration  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Commerce  were  acknowledged 
by  University  officials.  A  large  portion  of  the  Science  Foun- 
dation grant  will  be  used  to  cover  a  research  project  en- 
titled "Thermal  Cyclization  Reactions."'  The  research  work 
will  be  under  the  direction  of  William  D.  Huntsman,  pro- 
fessor of  chemistry.  The  Technical  Assistance  grant  will  be 
used  for  the  utilization  of  university  resources  and  services  of 
an  Industrial  Consultant,  development  of  new  product  in-

dustry  and  expansion  of  existing  industry,  and  the  formation 
of  an  active  unit  in  the  College  of  Business  Administration 
for  continuous  economic  development  activity. 

THE  BIGGEST  ANNOUNCEMENT  made  by  Ohio 
University  came  with  the  signing  of  a  $493,000  contract 
with  the  United  States  State  Department's  Agency  for  In- 
ternational Development  for  a  teaching  project  in  Vietnam. 
The  project,  which  began  September  1,  involves  six  edu- 
cators from  this  country  during  the  academic  year  1962-63. 
Dr.  Homer  L.  Bradshaw,  assistant  professor  of  psychology  at 
Ohio  University,  along  with  Dr.  John  Gee  of  Bowling 
Green  State  University,  were  scheduled  to  begin  the  pro- 
ject, to  be  joined  later  by  the  other  four  members.  The 
project  team  will  work  with  the  University  of  Hue  and  the 
University  of  Saigon,  both  Vietnam  universities.  The  Viet- 
nam project  brings  the  total  federal  investment  in  Ohio 
University  overseas  projects  to  some  $1,500,000  for  the 
coming  academic  year. 

STUDENT  ENROLLMENT  for  the  fall  semester  is 
expected  to  top  9400,  according  to  early  estimates  made  by 
Admissions  Director  Clark  E.  Williams.  Of  this  total,  nearly 
3000  will  be  beginning  their  freshmen  year.  This  year's  ex- 
pected enrollment,  if  correct,  will  far  surpass  the  1961  total 
of  8860.  Approximately  2400  of  the  new  freshmen  were  on 
campus  late  in  July  to  complete  the  necessary  pre-college 
tests  and  counseling  sessions. 

PRESIDENT  VERNON  R.  ALDEN  announced  that 
Ohio  University's  budget  for  the  1962-63  academic  year  is 
$17,000,000,  of  which  $5,500,000,  or  about  32  percent,  will 
come  from  state  appropriations.  Dr.  Alden  added  that 
$9,800,000  will  come  from  student  fees  and  charges,  and 
$1,700,000  from  federal  grants  for  research,  overseas  pro- 
jects and  from  private  gifts.  The  University  plans  capital 
expenditures  totaling  $7,169,000,  of  which  some  $5,797,000 
will  be  borrowed  from  the  Federal  Housing  &  Home  Fi- 
nance Agency,  for  construction  of  dormitories.  More  than 
2000  of  the  expected  9400  students  enrolling  this  fall  were 
forced  to  seek  accommodations  in  off-campus  housing  be- 
cause of  insufficient  dormitory  space. 

CONSTRUCTION  BEGAN  August  2  on  a  tower 
which  will  enable  Ohio  University's  recently-approved  edu- 
cational television  station  to  begin  broadcasting  sometime 
this  fall.  President  Alden  broke  ground  for  the  814-foot 
tower  in  ceremonies  at  the  construction  site,  three  miles 
southeast  of  Athens.  Vincent  Jukes,  director  of  radio  and 
television  for  the  University,  said  he  expects  the  station  to 
so  on  the  air  about  October  15.

PORTSMOUTH  BRANCH  COLLEGE,  liist  in  tin- 
state  to  have  its  own  building,  may  soon  acquire  land  for  a 
campus.  The  city  council  is  considering  an  urban  renewal 
project  to  make  land  in  downtown  Portsmouth   available 

for  college  expansion.  Griffin  Hall,  a  remodeled  elemental") 
school,  already  is  crowded.  Enrollment  last  year  \\;is  520, 
and  this  fall  it  is  expected  to  exceed  700.  A  four-block  site 
located  immediately  east  of  the  branch  already  has  been 
approved  by  U.  S.  officials  for  urban  renewal,  and  some 
citizens  prefer  this  area  for  the  campus  site.

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Bobcat  Roundup

THE  1962  FOOTBALL  SEASON  is  the  first  in  which 
every  opponent  on  the  Bobcat  schedule  is  classified  "major." 
This  was  assured  in  August  when  the  classification  com- 
mittee of  the  Football  Writers  Association  elevated  seven 
schools,  five  of  them  Ohio  opponents,  to  "major"  status. 

The  act  also  gave  the  Mid-American  Conference  a 
"major"  classification  for  football  as  it  has  been  for  many 
years  in  other  sports.  Of  the  seven  schools  re-classified, 
four  were  from  the  Mid-American.  These  were  Kent  State. 
Marshall,  Toledo  and  Western  Michigan.  They  join  Bowl- 
ing Green,  Miami  and  Ohio  University  in  this  classification. 
The  latter  trio  reached  this  status  a  year  ago. 

The  other  school  on  Ohio's  schedule,  not  before  class- 
ified as  "major",  was  Buffalo,  and  it  now  has  reached  this 
status  also. 

In  their  first  year  as  a  "major"  football  team,  Ohio 
led  the  nation  in  two  relatively  obscure,  but,  nevertheless, 
important  statistical  tabulations  of  the  National  Collegiate 
Atheltic  Bureau. 

Revelation  of  these  statistics  brought  a  smile  of  satis- 
faction to  the  face  of  Coach  Bill  Hess.  For  they  are  two 
philosophies  of  football  which  he  believes  necessary  to  have 
football  success.  The  categories  in  which  Ohio  led  in  1961 
were  "pass  interception   avoidance"   and   "least   penalized." 

Hess  often  stresses  that  he  believes  it  necessary  to  have 
a  team  which  holds  passing  to  a  minimum  so  as  to  prevent 
interceptions,  and  to  lessen  mistakes.  The  1961  Bobcats  re- 
ceived 21  penalties  in  nine  games  for  168  yards,  an  18.7 
average,  lowest  of  any  "major"  team.  They  also  had  only 
one  pass  interception  out  of  98  attempts  for  a  percentage 
of  .010.  This  was  the  best  theft  avoidance  ever  for  that 
much  throwing,  reported  the  NCAB. 

Perhaps  the  1961  Bobcats  did  not  have  the  success 
some  thought  they  should.  The  record  was  5-3-1  overall  and 
3-2-1  in  the  MAC,  good  only  for  fourth  place.  But  the 
Bobcats  were  only  one  point  away  from  the  champion,  losing 
7-6  to  Bowling  Green;  tied  the  second  place  team,  Western 
Michigan,  20-20,  and  defeated  third  place  Miami,  28-18. 
The  23-17  early-season  loss  to  eventually  last  place  Kent 
State  sealed  their  doom. 

A  phase  of  the  game  which  cannot  be  avoided  when 
speaking  of  Ohio's  1961  season  or  possible  1962  success  is 
placekicking.  Ohio  has  what  Coach  Hess  calls  a  "coach's 
dream"  in  this  phase.  He  is  Jim  McKee,  6-3,  205-pounder 
from  Mariemont,  a  suburb  of  Cincinnati.  His  value  is  that 
he  can  kick  the  long  one. 


In  1961,  McKee  tied  or  won  at  least  four  games  with 
his  placekicking.  His  six  field  goals  ranged  from  22  to  48 
yards,  an  average  of  34.5  yards  per  kick.  Most  dramatic  of 
these  was  his  48-yard  boot  in  the  last  second  of  play  to  de- 
feat Delaware,   17-16. 

Hess  looks  for  his  1962  team — his  fifth  at  Ohio — to 
rate  along  with  his  1961  aggregation  at  the  start  of  the 
season.  He  claimed  the  team  a  year  ago  would  go  into 
each  game  rated  "even"  with  each  opponent  on  the  sched- 
ule, and  that  breaks  and  other  factors  would  determine 
each  game's  outcome.  He  claims  the  same  in  '62.  When 
teams  rate  evenly  "on  paper",  Hess  feels  that  "condition, 
attitude  and  morale  plus  breaks  of  the  game"  will  deter- 
mine the  outcome. 

The  1962  team  has  good  overall  size,  decent  overall 
team  speed  and  experience  at  end,  quarterback,  and  tackle. 
Of  the  1 7  lettermen,  eight  are  at  these  positions.  Each  back- 
field  spot,  however,  has  two  lettermen.  Center  and  guard 
are  the  two  spots  most  devoid  of  experience  with  no  letter- 
men  at  center  and  only  two  at  guard. 

However,  Hess  feels  that  some  topnotch  sophomore 
prospects  will  aid  these  and  other  positions.  He  considers 
this  year's  sophomore  crop  as  the  best  overall  that  he  has 
had  in  five  years.  "These  sophomores  will  help  to  give  us 
more  depth   than  we  had   last  year,"   Hess  admits. 

Though  there  are  eight  lettermen  in  the  backfield,  "we 
lack  great  speed  there,"  Hess  goes  on.  "If  our  young  players 
come  through  for  us,  however,  we  can  give  anyone  a  run 
for  the  championship." 

Hess  remarked,  "I  seem  to  say  this  every  year,  but  it's 
true.  The  Mid-American  Conference  is  getting  better  every 
year.  On  a  given  Saturday,  any  team  is  capable  of  knocking 
off  any  other."  Kent  proved  this  against  Ohio  last  year. 

At  opening  practice  Sept.  1,  Hess  had  the  first  team 
alignment  comprising  these  players: 

Seniors  Ken  Smith  and  John  Trevis,  the  co-captains,  at 
ends;  Chuck  Nickoson,  Cincinnati  senior,  and  Ron  Stepsis, 
Cleveland  sophomore,  at  the  tackles:  Bill  Taraschke,  Toledo 
junior,  and  George  Fisher,  Toronto  junior,  at  the  guards, 
with  sophomore  "Skip"  Hoovler,  Pataskala,  at  center. 

The  backfield  was  composed  of  Bob  Babbitt,  Bexley 
senior,  at  quarterback;  Jim  Pontuti,  senior  from  Yourigs- 
town,  and  Jim  Albert,  Canfield  junior,  at  halfbacks,  and 
Harl  Evans,  Marion  senior,  at  fullback.

Al   Hart,   Ohio   University  Trainer 


ATHLETES  AT  OHIO  UNIVERSITY  know  their 
medical  treatment  for  illness  or  injury  is  as  good  as  can  be 
found  at  any  college  or  university  in  the  country. 

This  they  learn  by  becoming  acquainted  with  Ohio 
University's  trainer,  the  entire  medical  staff  and  the  physical 
facilities  available  in  both  the  Grover  Physical  Education 
Center  and  Peden  Stadium. 

Few  collegiate  athletic  departments  have  X-Ray  equip- 
ment within  walking  distance  of  play  areas.  But  Ohio 
University  does — in  fact,  three  units  and  a  skilled  technician 
to  operate  them. 

The  co-ordinator  of  this  entire  setup  is  able,  young 
Alan  W.  Hart,  26,  who  began  his  fourth  year  as  head 
athletic  trainer  at  Ohio  University  this  summer.  Probably 
no  other  incident  has  been  of  more  importance  to  Hart 
than  the  one  which  he  encountered  on  his  first  practical 
working  day  on  the  job,   Sept.    1,    1959. 

Hardly  older  at  23  than  the  members  of  the  varsity 
football  squad  which  he  was  servicing  at  the  time,  Hart 
performed  an  act  which  saved  the  life  of  one  of  the  boys. 

A  sophomore  back,  playing  defense,  was  blocked  by  an 
offensive  man.  The  blow  and  resultant  fall  caused  the 
boy  to  lose  consciousness  and  swallow  his  tongue.  Hart 
was  there  and  knew  what  to  do.  He  inserted  an  oral  screw — 
a  hard  rubber,  corrugated  object  about  the  size  of  a  thumb 
— into  the  boy's  mouth  between  his  teeth.  This  enabled 
Hart  to  reach  the  boy's  tongue  which  had  been  forced 
back  into  his  throat  and  uncurl  it  to  its  normal  position. 
He  revived  the  boy  who  was  soon  on  his  feet. 

Al  is  a  native  of  Fairview  Park,  Ohio,  a  suburb  of 
Cleveland.  It  was  there  as  a  high  school  sophomore  that 
he  first  became  interested  in  athletic  training  as  a  pro- 
fession. 

Leo  Murphy,  the  trainer  of  the  Cleveland  Browns 
and  a  member  of  the  community,  visited  the  school  while 
selling  sporting  goods.  "I  looked  up  to  a  man  in  his  position 
(a  professional  football  team  trainer)  and  thought  a  lot 
of  him  as  a  person,"   Hart  relates.   "By  talking  with  him, 


I  became  interested  in  the  field  and  used  the  information 
as  the  subject  of  an  English  class  report  on  training  as  a 
profession." 

Hart  spent  summers  as  a  protege  of  Murphy  at  the 
Brown's  training  camp  at  Hiram  College  and  gained  much 
practical  experience.  After  his  graduation  from  high  school 
in  1954,  Hart  enrolled  the  following  September  at  Ohio 
"because  a  lot  of  his  friends  from  the  community  were 
coming  here."  Murphy  wrote  a  letter  to  Fred  Schleicher, 
Ohio's  trainer  at  the  time,  recommending  he  talk  to  Al. 

"Fred  needed  a  student  assistant  so  I  immediately  was 
assigned  to  the  basketball  and  track  teams."  Hart  retained 
these  duties  through  his  four  college  years.  From  his  sopho- 
more year  on  he  also  was  trainer  for  the  freshman  football 
team  and  assisted  with  the  varsity. 

After  achieving  a  bachelor  of  science  in  education  de- 
gree, with  a  major  in  physical  therapy,  in  1958,  Al  was  re- 
tained as  full-time  assistant  trainer.  He  assumed  the  head 
job  a  year  later.  In  August,  1959,  he  married  Abigail  Green 
of  Marietta,  Ohio,  an  Ohio  University  student. 

Hart  has  continued  the  practice  of  using  student  assist- 
ants and  this  fall  hopes  to  have  four  in  his  employe  to 
help  him  with  Ohio's  ever-increasing  intercollegiate  athle- 
tic program  of  1 1  sports. 

In  preparing  for  the  coming  football  season,  Hart  pro- 
cured the  following  supplies:  the  equivalent  of  93  miles  of 
adhesive  tape  and  280  miles  of  roller  gauze  bandage,  one 
thousand  elastic  bandages;  20,000  band-aids;  15,000  sterile 
gauze  pads;  25  gallons  of  rubbing  alcohol;  two  gallons  of 
cough  syrup;  100  pounds  of  foot  powder;  one  gallon  of 
antiseptic;  50  pounds  of  analgesic  balm;  10,000  aspirin  tab- 
lets; 50,000  salt  tablets;  10,000  vitamin  tablets  of  various 
types;  enough  one-quarter  inch  sponge  rubber  to  cover  the 
floors  of  two  rooms  in  an  average  house,  enough  drugs 
and  vaccines  to  give  about  300  shots  (each  player  gets  flu 
and  polio  injections  and  antibiotic  shots  as  needed  during 
the  season)  ;  and  X-Ray  film  and  equipment  to  take  an 
estimated   100  X-Rays  during  the  season.

rpiME,  TALENT.  MONEY,  and  the  ambition  of  an 
Ohio  University  father  and  son  team  are  being  pooled 
to  edit  and  publish  the  Forest  Hills,  Ohio,  Journal,  a  weekly 
Cincinnati  newspaper  that  carries  the  slogan,  "A  Home 
Newspaper  Devoted  To  A  Live  And  Growing  Community." 

Seven  years  ago  Edward  B.  Wright,  Jr.,  '61,  then  a 
junior  in  high  school,  first  saw  the  need  for  a  good  weekly 
newspaper  in  the  suburban  area  in  which  the  Wrights  lived. 
The  area,  which  includes  Mt.  Washington,  Anderson  Town- 
ship, Newtown,  and  western  portions  of  Clermont  County, 
is  now  considered  to  be  the  fastest  growing  section  in 
Greater  Cincinnati. 

Ed  knew  at  the  time  that  his  dream  of  editing  a  week- 
ly newspaper  was  financially  impossible.  He  also  knew  that 
his  father,  Edward  B.  Wright,  Sr.,  '38,  an  advertising  budget 
control  executive  with  the  Procter  &  Gamble  Co.  in  Cin- 
cinnati, wanted  him  to  attend  college. 

Classes  in  news  writing,  newspaper  management,  pho- 
tography, and  reporting  made  him  certain  he  could  handle 
the  job  of  editing  a  weekly  newspaper  if  he  were  given  the 
opportunity.  In  his  spare  time  he  wrote  for  the  Post  and 
Athena,  and  served  as  a  reporter  for  the  Athens  Messenger. 

Ed  doesn't  recall  how  he  came  about  discussing  his 
dream  with  his  father,  but  from  all  indications  it  didn't 
take  much  explanation  on  Ed  Jr.'s  part  for  Ed  Sr.  to  see 
that  such  a  business  could  prosper  in  a  growing  community. 
Ed  Sr.  resigned  his  advertising  position  in  August,  1960, 
and  began  the  extremely  difficult  and  tiresome,  sometimes 
discouraging  task  of  organizing  the  Forest  Hills  Publishing 
Co.  With  the  aid  of  a  friend,  and  after  months  of  concen- 
trated effort,  the  publishing  company  was  formed  in  Janu- 
ary, 1961. 

A  spacious  brick,  colonial  style  building  was  built  and 
leased  to  the  company.  Equipment  was  purchased  and  em-

ployees  hired  during  the  late  winter  and  early  spring.  While 
the  plans  were  being  laid  at  home,  Ed  Jr.  was  busy  in 
Athens  gathering  ideas  for  the  first  issue  of  the  Journal. 
He  held  conferences  with  the  director  of  the  School  of 
Journalism,  and  with  the  aid  of  the  managing  editor  of 
the  Messenger,  designed  a  nameplate  for  the  paper's  front 
page.  On  weekends,  Ed  would  return  to  Cincinnati  to  put 
his  ideas  into  print. 

Finally,  on  May  11,  1961,  the  first  issue  of  the  Forest 
Hills  Journal  was  born.  The  16-page  paper  was  sent  free  to 
every  resident  in  the  area.  The  paper  has  grown  to  where 
Ed  Jr.  now  reports  that  circulation  is  growing  at  the  rate 
of  35  to  50  a  week. 

Like  all  growing  concerns,  changes  are  constantly  being 
made  to  produce  a  better  product.  "That's  the  fun  of  hav- 
ing your  own  paper,"  comments  Ed  Sr.  "When  you  want 
to  make  a  change  you  can  without  going  through  all  sorts 
of  red  tape  and  unnecessary  steps." 

The  one  and  a-half  years  since  the  first  issue  of  the 
Journal  have  been  tedious  but  exciting  years  for  all  those 
concerned  with  the  enterprise,  especially  for  the  father  and 
son  team.  But  they're  finding  that  the  long  hours  they  put 
in  at  the  shop  are  paying  dividends. 

Mrs.  Ed  Wright,  Sr.,  '37,  is  finding  this  to  be  true  also. 
Tired  of  waiting  for  her  husband  and  son  to  come  home 
at  night,  she  understandably  went  to  work  on  projects  at 
home.  But  she  had  added  the  feminine  touch  to  the  enter- 
prise, doing  small  but  necessary  jobs  in  the  front  office. 

In  the  near  future,  Ed  Jr.  may  be  forced  to  share  top 
billing  with  his  sister  Marge.  A  sophomore  at  Ohio  Univer- 
sity, she  spends  her  summer  vacations  working  as  a  part- 
time  reporter,  Gal  Friday,  and  errand  girl,  picking  up  valu- 
able experience  toward  her  chosen  field,  journalism  educa- 
tion.

/^\NE  OF  THE  MOST  unusual  alumni  groups  of  Ohio 
^^  University  meets  at  the  armory  in  Athens.  Ohio,  every 
Tuesday  evening  of  the  year. 

The  group's  attendance  is  nearly  perfect.  Its  dress  is 
uniformly  neat.  A  program  is  always  planned.  (These  may 
or  may  not  be  reasons  why  the  group  is  unlike  other  alumni 
groups. )  And,  not  coincidentally,  all  of  its  members  con- 
currently attend  drill  with  Headquarters  and  Headquarters 
Battery  of  the  2nd  Automatic  Weapons  Battalion,  174th 
Artillery,  Ohio  National  Guard. 

At  present,  this  novel  alumni  "chapter"  claims  eight 
members.  Three  are  officers  and  five  are  enlisted  men.  All 
are  graduates  of  Ohio  University.  All  are  male.  (Member- 
ship requirements,  while  liberal,  contain  no  provisions  for 
accepting  alumnae.) 

Three  members  of  the  military-minded  alumni  group 
serve  on  the  battalion  commander's  staff.  Capt.  Einon  H. 
Plummer,  '52,  is  assigned  liaison  officer,  while  Capt.  James 
F.  Schweikert,  '54,  is  assistant  to  the  operations  officer  and 
Capt.  Andrew  J.  Chonko.  '55,  is  the  battalion  adjutant. 

In  civilian  life,  Plummer  is  an  examiner  for  the  state 


of  Ohio.  Schweikert  operates  his  own  chemical  products 
firm  and  Chonko  is  employed  by  the  Guard  as  a  full-time 
technician. 

All  of  the  enlisted  men  in  the  alumni  group  hold  key 
positions  in  the  battery.  Staff  Sergeant  Donald  A.  Good- 
man, '62,  is  the  unit  personnel  sergeant;  Specialist  Five 
James  H.  Clark,  '59,  is  personnel  management  specialist; 
Specialist  Four  Dennis  D.  Dorogi,  '60,  is  unit  clerk;  Special- 
ist Four  Alan  D.  Pailet,  '62,  is  the  intelligence  sergeant;  PFC 
Kenneth  A.  Rocco,  '62,  is  assistant  operations  sergeant,  and 
PFC  Harvey  E.  Roehling,  '62,  is  personnel  administrative 
specialist. 

In  addition  to  the  eight  members  of  the  Athens  "chap- 
ter," two  other  alumni  serve  in  the  2nd  AW  Battalion.  First 
Lt.  Phillip  E.  Willeke,  '58,  is  assigned  as  a  platoon  leader 
in  the  New  Lexington,  Ohio,  unit,  while  Second  Lt.  James 
R.  Wolfe,  '60,  is  an  assistant  platoon  leader  in  the  Logan, 
Ohio,  unit. 

Indications  are  that  Ohio  University's  sons  are  serving 
their  National  Guard  units  well.  The  2nd  AW  Battalion 
received  the  highest  ratings  during  the  last  training  year.

A   LUMNI    CHAPTERS    everywhere    are    making    com- 

mitments  to  the  future  of  Ohio  University  through  in- 
volvement in  a  program  to  assist  in  the  recruitment  of  out- 
standing high  school  scholars. 

Acceptance  of  this  project  on  the  Alumni  front  is  timed 
to  a  similar  responsibility  assigned  to  the  faculty  by  Pres- 
ident Vernon  R.  Alden. 

In  commenting  on  Alumni  participation,  the  President 
said : 

"I  am  very  much  interested  in  our  being  able  to  at- 
tract the  very  best  students  to  Ohio  University.  We  shall 
have  no  problems  attracting  a  large  quantity  of  students 
simply  because  of  the  population  increase.  There  will  be 
increasing  competition,  however,  for  quality  students.  The 
efforts  of  our  alumni  clubs  throughout  the  state  and  through- 
out the  country  will  greatly  help  us  in  our  goals." 

A  pilot  program  for  recruitment  of  high  school  scholars 
has  been  set  up  in  Fairfield  County  under  the  direction  of 
the  Lancaster,  Ohio,  Alumni  Chapter. 

Milton  J.  Taylor,  chapter  president  and  vice  president 
of  the  Alumni  Association,  has  named  Paul  J.  Hyme  as 
chairman  of  a  high  school  relations  committee. 


A  county-wide  list  of  students  in  the  upper  one-fourth 
of  high  school  classes  is  being  compiled  by  the  chapter. 
This  fall,  chapter  members  will  form  an  auto  caravan  to 
bring  these  students  to  campus.  The  visiting  scholars  will 
be  introduced  to  Ohio  University  through  tours,  and  a  col- 
lege orientation  session  conducted  by  administrative  person- 
nel and  University  College  officers. 

These  students,  and  their  parents,  will  take  part  in  a 
"question  and  answer"  panel  and  complete  their  day's  visit 
by  attending  a  Bobcat  football  game. 

Information  compiled  from  this  pilot  study  will  be  sent 
to  other  chapters.  Meanwhile,  club  presidents  have  been 
asked  to  appoint  high  school  relations  committees  to  estab- 
lish local  contact  with  prospective  students  and  their  par- 
ents, to  answer  questions  about  Ohio  University  and  to 
acquaint  students  with  the  university's  existing  visitation 
and  tour  program. 

Out-of-state  chapters  are  able  to  perform  equally-im- 
portant services  by  representing  the  University  at  high 
school-sponsored  college  orientation  programs  and  by  di- 
recting outstanding  achievers  to   Ohio.
